The five signs that are to follow 
believers are found in the sixteenth 
chapter of St. Mark. 


Sign No. 1. “In my name _ shaun 
they cast out devils.” “Shall they” 
means “they shall.” This is note 


question. This statement means just 


what it says. It means that the be- 
liever can cast out devils just like 
Jesus and the apostles cast them out. 

Sign No. 2. “They shall speak witu 
new tongues.” Tongues here does nov 
mean that the believer shall quit talk- 
ing bad talk and begin talking gooa 
talk. While this is a fact with the pe 
liever, yet “new tongues” here means 
new or different languages. There are 
different degrees of faith and of bDe- 
lieving. Those who believe to that ea- 
tent that they are baptized with the 
Holy Ghost alwaysS speak in ‘new 
tongues. 

Sign No. 3. “They shall take up se:- 
pents.” Now we shall pass over sigu 
No. 3, as many are doing, and discuss 
the other two and then come back tu 
it. 

Sign No. 4. “And if they drink any 
deadly thing it shall not hurt them.” 
The Syriac New Testament says, “Ana 
if they should drink a deadly poison 
it will not harm them.” This mean» 
that if poison were slipped into om 
food to poison us because we believe 
in Christ, or that if we should eat 
or drink something poison thru a mis- 
take, it shall not hurt us if we believe 
to that extent. 

Sign No. 5. “They shall lay hands 
on the sick and they shall recover.” 
“The sick” here means those who are 
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sick with physical sickness. And those 
who believe to that extent can lay 
hands on them and pray for them anu 
they will be divinely healed. 

As explained above, the “cast out 
devils” in sign No. 1, the “new 
tongues” in sign No. 2, the “deadly 
thing” in sign No. 4, and the “lay 
hands on the sick” in sign No. v 
mean just what they say. You can not 
spiritualize these signs. It means real 
devils, actually speaking in othe: 
tongues, literal poison and physica 
sickness. Then how about the serpents 
in sign No. 3? They are literal snakes. 
Further proof of this fact is that ser- 
pents have been handled by believer» 
in these last days, under the power of 
the Spirit and this has been a con- 
vincing sign to unbelievers and has 
been to profit withal. 

It is also a fact that some nave 
made serpent handling a hobby, gone 
into fanaticism and brought reproach 
on the precious gospel of Christ. Some 
have been so fanatical as to say that 
we shall take up every serpent that we 
find. Consequently,some folks will stop 
along the road, if they see a serpent, 
and take it up. If that were right, 
then it would be right for us to lay 
hands on every sick person that we 
find and they would be healed. We 
could just go thru the hospitals and 
everywhere healing everybody. Bur 
this never has been done and never 
will be. Neither is it right to thins 
that we should take up every snake 
that we see. 

If I were going to specialize on any 
one of the signs, I would take laying 
hands on the sick so I would have a 
job when snakes are gone to den. Ana 
too, I would be doing more to bless
